THE GREAT DEBATE. 



Our reoeot English papers givo us lha full 
account of the great debate on tho Reform 
Bill from tho night on which Mr. Gladslooe 
movod tho second rending of tho bill — Ihe 
12tb of May — till tho 20th. It will bo ro- 
oolleotod that the contoat ran through an- 
other week, but from the speeches givon in 
the Times it would appear that the principal 
men spoko duriog tho first week of tho de- 
bate Mr. Gladslone in moving the second 
reading delivered an address which covers 
nearly a page ot tho Times. One of tho 
best points in his speoch is probably tho 
argumont that as tho House of Commons 
had been gradually fitting tho working man 
for the excroisa of tho franchiso, it was 
illogical as well as unjust to refuso him tbe 
position for which ho had been prepared. 
" Parliament," said the Chancellor ol the 
Exchequer, " has been striving to make the 
working classes fitter and filter lor the 
franchiso; and can anything bo more tin - 
wiso and more sensoless than to persevere 
from year to year iu this plau, uud then 
blindly to refuse tu recognize its legitimate 
upshot — namely, the increased fitness of tho 
working classes for the exercise of political 
power? The proper exercieo of that power 
depends upon the tithes? of those who are to 
roceivo it. That fitness you increase from day 
to. day, and yet you decline, whon the 
fitness is admitted to g'tvo the power. 
This courso appears about as rational as tho 
process ol a man who incessantly poors 
water into a jog or basin, and wonders and 
complains that at last it overflows." Air. 
Gladstone was, however, not content with 
showing tho advantages which Parliament 
had placed before the working man in bring- 
ing into existence, by tho abolition of the 
paper duty, the peony newspaper, in increas- 
ing the facilities for education, and in 
establishing for his especial uso the Post* 
office savings banks — the Chancellor of Ihe 
Exchequer was not oontcnt with resting the 
working man's claims on his general fitness ; 
ho showed that five-twelfths or nearly 
one-half ot the total income of the coun- 
try belonged to the working classes, and 
yet ho said they were put off with one- 
seventh the electoral power. Mr. Glad- 
ttine's position has been repeatedly attack- 
ed on the ground that it led to nothing 
abort of universal suffrago. On this subject 
ho thu3 speaks : — " Perhaps I may be told 
that my argument goes too far. I have 
already said that in my opinion a further 
enfranchisement would not bo attended by 
danger lo the Slate. That, however, is an 
opinion I cannot expect Parliament to accede 
to, and though I believe i. me further en- 
franchisement would not be dangerous, I am 
far from sayin,? that it would bo wise to go 
to great lengths in lhat direction. Changes 
that effect sadden and extensive transfer of 
power are attended by great temptations to 
human nature, and, however high our 
opinions may bo of the laboring classes of 
tho community, I do not believe that it would 
be right to place that temptation within their 
reach. The genius of our country and the 
history of our institutions dictate and re- 
commend gradual progross, and by gradual 
progress, therefore, the changes should be made." 
Mr. Gladstone, after making a severe and 
irresistible onslaught on Mr. Lowe for des- 
cribing the working classes as " ignorant, 
drunken, venal, violent " which provoked the 
latter gentleman lo a heated reply, con> 
eluded thus—" I do earnestly intreat nod 
conjure Ihe House on both sidos to reraem- 
bor that it is not enough fur us now to say 
' Wo are ready lo entertain the question 
of Reform with a view to its settlement. ' 
Enough and more than enough there has 
been ulroady of bare, idle, mucking words. 
Deeds are what are wauted. I beseech you 
to bo Vise ; and, above all, to be wiss in 
time." 

Lord Grosvcnor, as we were informed by 
telegraph, moved the celebrated amumlniuut. 
Thero was not much in tho speech. It went 
to BOOW lhat Earl kussell and olhers of the 
present Government had previously en- 
tertained tho views thut Parliamenlary re- 
form was inseparable from a redistribution 
of seals. Uo appeared to be very much hurt 
at the " abuse " with which, be said, the 
newspaper press had assailed him, and ex- 
pressed hit indignation that Mr. Bright should 
charge him with being connected with a 
''dirty conspiracy." Lord Stanley seconded 
tho amendment, and made, us ho always doee, 
a clever speech. His principal point was 
that although Ihe extension of the fran- 
chiso was desirable, it should not bo 
consummated before a redistribution of the 
seats, had taken place — a proposition which 
brought out tho crushing logic of John 
Stuart Mill to the following offocl :— 
' If thu Legislature created by an extended 
franchise were better lor all other purposes, 
would it not he better for this one also ? If 
it could bo trusted lo govern us, if it could 
be trusted lo lax us, it it could bo Uustcd to 
legislate for us, could it not be trusted to 
reviso its own Constitution ? Was that, or 
all things in tho world, a tuek in approaching 
which oxporionco justified us in believing 
that legislatures in gonoral, and British Par- 
liaments in particular, would bo rash, head- 
long, precipitate, subversive, and revolution- 
ary 1 Why, to him it feotned that a Parlia- 
ment which would not ho cautious in anything 
else might bo depended un not lightly lo Irille 
with the very springs of its own existence." 
Thero were two propositions which tho oppo- 
nents of tho bill put forth that mot with 
equally skilful handling from tho groat poli- 
tical economist. It was said that the work- 
ing olasses if they had a much increased 
power would overturn tho constitution, and it 



was also said they possessed 25 per cen' 
voting power already in tho borough con- 
stituencies. If this 20 per cent. Mr. Mill 
argued, gave tho working olnsscs so largo a 
foico in the legislation of tho country as tho 
opponents ol tho bill contended, how was it 
that theso working meu persisted in not 
shaking tho institutions of tho country? If 
they did not possess any porcoptiblo power 
then it was no injustice that should bo 
rectified. Our spaco will only admit of 
a quotation Irom Sir Edward Bulwer 
Lytton, who of courso was in tho Oppo. 
Bilion. Speaking of democracy he said : — 
" Birr 1 am not one of those who have an ab- 
solute horror of democracy, and can only 
speak of it iu the language we npply to 
something morslrous and abnormal. I re- 
cognise democracy as ono of tho genuine and 
legitimate forms of national polity. Like 
every form of government, it has its defects 
and faults. Hut it hits also merits of its ona 
— merits identified in the history of tho world 
with marvellous achievements of individual 
genius, of nalional energies, of passionate de- 
votion to the public causo. I would even 
here undertake the delcnco of out Anglo- 
Saxou colonies from much that has been said 
against them. But democracy seems to mo 
essentially the Government that belongs to 
societies in their youth, and in which tho 
habits of men, evon moro than their laws, 
produce a certain equality of manuers and 
education. There is no special form of 
Government adapted to every varying com- 
muuity in difleront epochs of its existence ; 
but if thero be a couniry iu tho world in 
which democracy would be a ruinous ex- 
periment, it is a country like England."

Newmarket Hacks— Tho one thousand 
guineas day nt Newmarket on the 19th April 
drew ft large attendance. The Tmes of the 
20th Bays :— Repulse (purchased by the 
Marquis of Hastings aftor tho Legor from 
Mr. JackBon) was the coming filly, on whom 
2 to 1 was laid at tbo Rooms, and nothing 
else declared to be in it. Tho field was 
small, and Bayonetto, n mare from the 
French stable, was tho only one besides the 
favorite really backed fur money. Jennings 
w»a, indeed, as marly confident as the Dane- 
bury people ware, and if the mare had been 
more kindly eha would in all probability 
have won. As it was, the race was confined 
to her end the favorite, the former hanging 
so ranch on Lord Haating's mare that it was 
impossible for Grimsbaw to run straight, and 
Repulie won, ridden by Cannon, after a 
close struggle, by a short head. It was 
hardly 2 to 1 on her, however, and her 
friepda must have been rather nervous lor 
their investments a quarter of a mile from 
home. Repulse is a fine, lengthy, dark 
bay mare by Slockwell, bred by Lord Derby, 
and, o( course will now be a lavorite for tho 
Epsom event, for which Bayonette is not 
entered. The bettinu on the course was in 
favor of "Delight" for the Chester Cop, 
and " Bustic " fur the Derby.

THE BOOKS COAL FIZZLE. 

To the EpiTorr of tub British Colonist: 
Sir — Having observed a paragraph in your 
issuo of the lSlb ultimo, stating that I had 
reported having found threo seams of bitum- 
inous coal at Sooke, and that 1 had inspected 
two of these seams, i take tho earliest <>p<- 
portunity on my return from that locality of 
correcting the statement ns published. 

Bishop, the professed disoovorer of the coal, 
showed C'apt. Nagle and mysolf u spot from 
which, ho told us, he had procured tho first 
piece of coal which was deposited at Mr. 
Backus' Auction Rooms. 

This plaoo was at that tirpo undor water, 
and in our prosenco he fished up two piecos 
which wo brought back with us; nnd ho 
informed us that this two-feot seam, as he 
staled was at low tides plainly visible. Wo 
accordingly determined to go to Victoria, 
arid return when the tides were low. I pro- 
sumo tho second scam relerred to wqb a spot 
where we lound severul Bmall pieces of coal 
imbeded in the rock. 

On our return to Sooke during tho low 
tides, we failed to find any indications of coal 
whatever, and Bishop refused to show us his 
ollegod discoveries, as ho 'stated that he had 
been ofiered 3250 und a suit ol clothes to 
keep us in ignoranso of tho locality.

THE COI?NHILIj ROBBERY. 

DlBoloauree of a Thiof- 

(From tho Sunday Garotte.) 
The young man, Casoley or Scotty, who 
was foutenced to fourteen years' ponul 
servitude tho other day for having robbed 
Mr. Walker tho jowoller, of Cornhill, has 
bee'h favoured wilh the distinguished oppor- 
unity of parading his wickedness before, 
the publio in u highly enjoyable fashion 
His appearauco ns a witness in tho cuse ol 
Walker, the robbed, against Milner, the 
maker of the Bafo that was not thief-proof, 
must have caused him enjoyment Bufliciont 
to correct tho bitterness of at least seven of 
his fourteen years' punishment. But not- 
withstanding the humiliation every honest 
man must feel at the spectuclo ol a thief in 
the Court or Queeu's Bench, commanding 
breathless attention from a crowded court, 
filled by tho famo of his evil deeds, scarcoly 
a man would lail to bo onxious to hear with 
reforence to Ihe burglury, how it was douoj 
And "Soolty" tells tho Court and Jury 
Alter desoribing how Mr; Walker and all in 
the house had been under tho surveillance 
0" the gang for at least seven weeks, he 
said a party of fivo of tho robbers repaired 
lo tbo premises at ion minutes past six on 
the evening ol Saturday, Ihe 4th ol February, 
1805. The occupants had not thon lelijjfor 
the night, but Iho offices on iho scoond floor 
wero empty, and to these, Ibrco of the rob- 
bers ut once useended by means ol the com- 
mon staircase, and there took up Iho first 
position, the olhor two remaining in tun 
Btreet to watch and givo signuls. At 
twenty minutes to cighl tho signal win given 
by Iho confederates outside that Mr. Wulk- 
er's foreman, who appears to have been tho 
last on the promise?, was gone, and their 
operations we.e at once commenced. Tho 
Ihioa robbers concealed in the house first 
went down to Sir Charles Crossley's floor, 
whore, for pastime or practice, they opened 
Ihe safe. The chief object of Ihe expedition 
was postponed until past midnight, when tho 
thieves cot into the lailoia' room on the 
lowest floor, nnd foroeil their way through 
the ceiling and flooring into Mr. Walker's 
shop above. Having thus effected a lodge- 
ment ngainst :he real point of attack, they 
dittribuicd tho duties ol tho nighl. Of the 
two thieves stationed in tho street, one was 
to beou tho watch lost Mr. Walker or any 
of his people should relurn to tho house, 
while Ihe other was to keep guard over tho 
police, and give warning whenever any con- 
slablo approuohad tbo shop. Inside, one of 
the gang sat upstairs, in Sir Charles Cross- 
ley's arm-chair, at Ihe window of Iho second 
floor, to correspond with the sentries in tho 
street, and the signals of tlie.-o men he com- 
municated by means of a string to his com- 
rades below. Oue of thot,e, placed in n hole 
hulf-way between tho shop and the tailor's 
room, handed upcuch instruments as. were 
waded for use, Iho other, who happened to 
bo Scotty, " did tho work." The first pro- 
ceeding of tho oporators was lo " test" the 
safo in which Iho booty was si cured, and this 
experiment was coutlucted by tho Insertion 
of a thin wedge of steel into ihe almost im- 
perceptible chink lelt between the door of 
the safo nud iis sju>. Supposing a wedge 
holds when so driven, it 13 taken as ovidence 
that the operation is practicable, inasmuch 
as something or other is clearly yielding to 
pressure und that pressure may be gradually 
und dexterously increased up lo Iho point 
desired. II the wodge, instead of holding, 
rebounds from the plates and (lies off, it is 
prool that Ihe nllair cannot be managed, or, 
at least, not in this manner. In this instance 
the wedgo held, nnd so tl|o operation was 
continued. First, a little bur was inserted 
to releofo the wedge, then auother wedge a 
little larger to release tho bar, theD another 
bar a little larger still to release the second
